On Saturday, June 22, 2013, at approximately 12:45 am, Officers of the Metropolitan Police Department's Sixth 
District received a radio run for a shooting at 35 th and East Capitol Street Southeast, Washington D.C. Once on 
the scene, officers observed the decedent who has been identified as Quentin Lavar White suffering from a 
gunshot wound to the chest. Medic 30 of DCFD responded to the scene and transported the decedent to Prince 
Georges Hospital Center to be treated for his injuries. Medical staff performed life saving efforts on the decedent 
which proved futile. The decedent was pronounced dead on June 22, 2013, at 1:20 am by Doctor Blair. 
Subsequently, the decedent's remains were transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiners Office in 
Baltimore, Maryland, During the processing of the crime scene, no shell casings were recovered. Your affiant 
knows from training and experience, one reason that shell casings may not be recovered from a shooting 
homicide or other violent offense crime scene is that a revolver was used. 



On Sunday, June 23, 2013, an autopsy was performed by Doctor Russell Alexander of the Oflice of the Chief 
Medical Examiners Office in Baltimore, Maryland. Doctor Alexander ruled the cause of death to be a single 
gunshot wound to the chest and the manner being homicide. 

Your affiant interviewed a witness herein referred to as W-l who advised your affiant of the following facts. 
W-J states that on the night of the shooting several individuals, including the decedent, were outside in the area 
of 3501 East Capitol Street Southeast, Washington, DC, One of the decedent's friends got into an argument with 
Wesley Monroe, a friend of the defendant. The argument escalated into a fight. The decedent intervened and 
attempted to stop the fight. According to W-l t House, who had been drinking alcohol, pulled out a large silver 
handgun which W-l describes as the gun used by cowboys in the westerns. [Your affiant knows that in western 
movies cowboys used revolvers.] House then stated "yall not going to be jumping him/ speaking of Wesley. 
Then, House fired the gun into the air. Wesley approached House and tried to take the gun from House's hands, 
but was unable to do so. Wesley then relumed to fighting the decedent's friend. 



Individuals advised House to put d ow n the gun, which he refused to do. The decedent approached House with 



his hands up in a fighting position and advised him to put the gun down and fight him like a man. House replied, 
"I ain't going to fight you." House then extended his arm and pointed the gun at the decedent. According to W- 
1, House's hand was shaking as he pointed the gun at the decedent. Wesley began encouraging and inciting 
House to shoot the decedent, telling him to "bust him, bust that nigga." W-l heard the decedent state to the 
defendant, words to the effect of "you ain't gonna shoot me, you a bitch ass nigga." W-l turned its head away 
from House and the decedent momentarily when it then heard a gunshot. W-l turned to look and observed the 
decedent falling to the ground. W-l observed House and Wesley enter a car and leave the area. W-l stated at no 
time during this entire incident did IT observe anyone else with a firearm, but the defendant. W-l further stated 
that the night of the shooting IT had been smoking marijuana. 

Through investigation, your affiant learned that Don D. Page, DOB: 6-17-1990, PDID: 581079 is known as 
House. Additionally, your affiant learned that Wesley Monroe, DOB: 12-21-1991, PDID: 581080 is known to 
hang out in the area of 35 th and East Capitol Street, SE, Washington, DC. 

W-l has known House for more than a year. A single confirmatory photograph depicting Don D. Page, DOB: 6- 
17-1990, PDID: 581079 was shown to W-L W-l viewed this photograph and positively identified the person 
depicted as "Don". W-l also advised your affiant that IT knows "Don" as "House". 

W-l has known Wesley for more than a year. A single confirmatory photograph depicting Wesley Monroe, 
DOB: 12-21-1991, PDID: 581080 was shown to W-l. W-l viewed this photograph and positively identified the 
person depicted as "Wesley Monroe". 

Your affiant interviewed an additional witness in this investigation which will be herein referred to as W-2. W-2 
stated that after hearing the commotion and gunshots, IT observed the decedent lying on the ground. IT observed 
an object on the decedent's pants. 

Another individual, hereinafter W-3, was interviewed. W-3 stated that IT observed the decedent lying on the 
ground and observed a gun on the decedent's side. W-3 stated that after observing the gun, IT observed MPDC 
uniformed officers approaching the decedent. 

Your affiant questioned the initial officers on the scene about the recovery of a handgun from the decedent. The 
officers advised your affiant that the decedent had no firearm on his person. 

Based on the aforementioned facts and circumstances, your affiant respectfully request that a District of 
Columbia Superior Court Judge issue an arrest warrant for the defendant charging him accordingly.
